Cosgrave's statement in the Dail yester- 
day, tell the citizens of the Free State 
little that they did not know. The cost 
of government is huge and increasing. 
Mr. Cosgrave’s total estimate for the year 
1923-24 is £42,278,408—an increase of 
more than three and a half millions on 
the estimates for the current year. It is 
an appalling bill for a small country 
whose trade and industry have been 
stricken almost unto death. A study of 
the estimates shows that a really earnest 
effort has been made to keep most of them 
within due limits, although we should 
have welcomed a larger reduction in the 
estimate for the Post Office. Unfortu- 
nately, all the Government’s activity with 
the pruning-hook has been nullified by 
the terrible cost of two items. The esti- 
mate for “property losses compensation © 
has increased from £10,070,000 in the 
current year to £10,385,000 in 1923-1924, 
and the estimate for the cost of the 
National Army has leaped from £7,512,000 
to £10,664,500. These two items account 
for virtually one-half of the total esti- 
mates for the coming year. A large army, 
alas! is indispensable at the present time ; 
but could it not be maintained in a more 
ecohomical way? On this and a thousand 
other matters Parliament and the country 
are entitled to fhe fullest information ; 
but it continues to be withheld from them. 
Mr. Cosgrave defended his silence with 
the plea of urgent necessity, and the Dav! 
gave him his vote on account for 
£14,000,000 with hardly a word of 
criticism. 

We suggest to Mr. Cosgrave that 
the national moral is a vital factor 
in the present struggle, and that it 
may be impaired by a too rigid devotion 
to the policy of silence. On the basis 
of the current yéar’s revenue the country 
will be faced with a total deficit of some 
£15,000,000 at the end of 1924. Tens of 
thousands of struggling Irishmen are 
wondering to-day how this great sum can 
be raised, and the anxiety is becoming a 
mischievous addition to their troubles. 
Mr. Cosgrave’s excuse for the postpone- 
ment of his real Budget statement until 
after the Easter recess—that a premature 
disclosure of his new taxes would be 
unwise—might carry conviction in normal 
times. The situation to-day, however, is 
not norma! : it is the mosi confusing which 
has existed within living memory. From 
next Sunday the Free State will stand in 
an entirely new fiscal relation to Great 
Britain. Already, as in the cases. of 
the motor trade and the film trade, the 
mere shadow of the new Customs has 
conjured up instant and far-reaching 
problems. What use will the Free State 
Government make of this powerful, but 
two-edged, weapon? Does it propose to 
raise a large part of the required 
£15,000,000 by the taxation of British 
imports’? Mr. Cosgrave has used language 
which seems to suggest that the full 
Customs duty of 334 per cent. will be 
fixed permanently on English-made motor 
cars. The implications of the suggestion 
are enormous—and enormously disquiet- 
ing. Our commerce and industry cannot 
afford to sit in painful suspense until 
Parliament re-assembles after Easter. We 
hope that in his. further statement to-day 
Mr. Cosgrave will throw some light, if 
not on the new taxes, at any rate on the 
principles of his fiscal policy. 

In the meanwhile the moral of the 
latest estimates is obvious. Apart irom 
any question of protective duties, the 
Free State’s one condition of prosperity 
is public peace. The estimates show that, 
with the Army on a peace footing and 
with no destraction of property, the State 
would be able to live well within its 
income in the coming year. These two 
gigantic items—the cost of destruction and 
the cost of protecting the people s rights— 
constitute, between them, the criminal 
price of Irish folly and selfishness. Mr. 
Thomas Johnson calculates the size of this 
tax during the coming year at £18,000,000, 
or £5 10s. per head of the population of 
the Free State. In other words, every 
man, woman and child are being mulcted 
in the sum of two shillings weekly in 
order that a minority of Irishmen may 
do violence to the people’s will. With 
that worse than wasted sum of £18,000,000 
the whole problem of national education 
and half the problem of national poverty 
could have been solved. These facts are, 
and rightly are, the Government’s defence 
for its large expenditure of public money. 
The nation’s very existence depends on 
the outcome of the struggle between law 
and lawlessness, and, therefore, the nation 
must win at any cost. It will bear its 
burdens more cheerfully, however, if 
Ministers will recognise more freely its 
right to criticise and to know. 


Sarah Bernhardt. 


* By the death of Sarah Bernhardt the 
world loses its greatest actress. She 
was born near Paris seventy-eight years 
ago, of Dutch-Jewish extraction; and 
the greater part of her life on the 
stage was connected intimately with 
purely French drama. Her art, however, 
belonged not to France, but to the world. 
She was almost as popular in Moscow as 
she was in Paris. London loved her as 
ite own, while her arrival in the United 
States some years ago was the occasion of a 
remarkable display of popular enthusiasm. 
It is hardly an exaggeration to say that she 
“made ” the French classics. Her genius 
transmuted the dullish metal of Racine 
into the finest gold, while her work, first 
at the Comédie Francaise, next at the 
Odéon, and finally at her own theatre in 
Paris, gave new life to the French stage. 
Her talent #as as many-sided as it was 
magnificent. She was playing I phigénie 
in Paris nearly a decade before the 
Franco-Prussian War, and took London 
by storm in 1916 by her wonderful acting 
in Morand’s “ Les Cathedrales.’’ Whether 
as Theodora, Oleopatra, la dame auz 
camélias, Tosca, or her incomparable 
VAiglon, Sarah Bernhardt probed the 
depths of her author’s soul and inter- 
preted his mind to the world with a 
genins that seemed to be inspired. To 
France was la divine Sarah, a woman 
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| keep the torch of her people's spirit 
alight, and worked day in, day out, for 
her country’s glory. To the rest of the 
world she was an artist in whom it recog- 
nised the brilliant mind and the uncon- 
querable soul of a great nation, To-day, 
alas! standards are changing rapidly, 
and. it is to be feared that the world 
thinks more of a Carpentier or a Lenglen 
than it thinks of a Bernhardt. The stage 
is yielding pride of place to the cinema- 
tograph screen, and it was typical of this 
grand old woman’s character that she 
should have finished her long career as 
an actress for the films. Even in that 
limited sphere she excelled, putting the 
insipid misses of Los Angeles to shame 
by her dramatic power. Yet she must 
have longed for the familiar boards of the 
Comédie Frangaise, where her glorious 
voice so often held thousands in thrall, 
and probably in her capitulation to the 
“new art” there was just a trace of 
irony. She is dead now, and we are not 
likely to. find her peer. Those who have 
come under the spell of her art will re- 
member their experience to their dying 
days. Generations yet to come will read 
of her name with wonder; for Sarah 
Bernhardt was among the greatest women 
of her age. 


Naval Experts. 


Although the varnish is scarcely dry 
on the Limitation of Armaments Treaty, 
the naval experts already are proclaiming 
themselves dissatisfied with it. The 
Treaty largely took the bread out of their 
mouths, and we cannot expect them to 
go hungry without a struggle. In this 
instance it is the American experts who 
are being heard to complain, but there 
is no reason to suppose that the rival 
experts have not got their grievances. 
The American experts began by informing 
the American Secretary of State that 
Britain was building “bulges” secretly 
on her capital ships and was increasing 
the range of their main armaments. 
Where the experts get these tit-bits of 
information is a mystery. A polite in- 
qniry at Whitehall would have elicited 
the truth. If the answer then given could 
not have been believed, why is the denial 
now accepted so readily? Britain, of 
course, was not building “bulges’’ on 
her ships. She was too busily engaged 
in building a thirty-three million pound 
bulge into her Budget to be concerned 
with trifles. The American experis, how- 
ever, though they. have accepted the ex- 
planation, still profess to maintain that 
the British main armaments outrange 
their own, and that they must re-elevate 
all the big guns in the American Navy 
if the ratio of strength—which, in- 
cidentally, the Treaty does not mention— 
is to be maintained. Now it is proposed 
that the several batches of experts shall 
exchange with one another, for the 
benefit of their Governments, their views 
upon the meaning of the various clauses 
of the Treaty. Such an arrangement 
would create a very dangerous precedent. 
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Flowers. 


In making last Sunday “Daffodil

The floricnliurists have ordaihed that the 
Lenten lilies of their growing shall bloom 
long after Lent, with all its piscine 
rigours, is a thing of the past. It is the 
first blade of daffodils, however, that we 
must sally forth to see if our souls are 
to benefit. What London has borrowed 
from the Flowery Kingdom Dublin well 
might borrow from both. There are 
enough daffodils in the People’s Park 
and at Glasnevin to delight the most ex- 
pectant soul. There are blue anemones 
in. Wicklow, far lovelier than the 
Englishman's “wind-flower chilly, with 
al] the winds at play.’’ There are white 
violets, for such as know where to look, 
in meadows along the Dargle, and blue- 
bells and primroses, and, 4 little later, 
gorse, the like of which is to be seen 
nowhere else in Europe. All can be 
visited within an hour from Nelson's 
Pillar. There are a great many things 
that Ireland is intent on becoming. Since 
it will add nothing to the Budget, will 
hurt nobody’s feelings, and will have no 
ill effect on the economic life of the 
country, we might do worse, as a nation, 
than cultivate the flower habit,

M , Wishing that she had never re- 
turned to her home, at last, after a severe 
struggle, surrenders to her father’s wish to 
marry the father of her child, just as he dies. 

Miss Cooper played the heroine remarkably 
well, She portrayed the moods of the singer 
with great intensity, and looked a striking 
picture with her dark wig, pale face, and 
effective toilettes. Mr. Franklyn Dyall’s 
father was, undoubtedly, the triumph of the 
evening. His acting of the stern prejudicial 
Colonel Schwartz was realistically impressive ; 
he was at times a terrible figure of wrath. 

The other artists—Miss Lila Maravan (as 
the little sister Marie), Mr. William Stark 
(as the pastor), and Mr. Gilbert Hare (as Von 
Keller, the rascally lover)—all played 
excellently. Miss Mona Harrison, as the acid- 
tongued, objectionable old aunt, deserves a 
special word of praise.

BERNHARDT.

A Recollection, 


A good many years ago Madame Sarah 
Bernhardt visited Dublin. I was then a 
small boy, but I was given money to go to 
the theatre to hear the “ Divine Sarah.” I 
was not particularly interested in either act- 
ing or drama, particularly French drama, in 
those days, and I arrived late—and failed 
te get a seat. For years 1 regretted my lost 
opportunity, and then came my second 
chance. Early in 1916 I was in a military 
hospital in Manchester. Sarah Bernhardt 
come to that city, and a kindly matron 
allowed me to go to a matinée. 

Bernhardt was acting in a war playlet, not 
a very good war playlet; she appeared as a 
“turn” in a music hall; she was over 
seventy years of age; she was acting in 
French before what was, I suppose, an 
average music hall audience—yet, never have 
[ seen so complete a conquest. i 

People have always talked of “the music 
of Sarah Bernhardt’s voice.” To a younger 
eneration, to many of which Sarah Bern- 

ardt may have been no more fhan a name, 
this may seem to be a pardonable exaggera- 
tion on the part of an elder. But it was no 
exaggeration. Nobody who heard her could 
fail to come under her spell. One went to 
hear her, partly because of her name, be- 
cause one wanted to think that one had seen 
her who once had been so great. But, once 
listening to that voice, one was caught, be- 
witched, as it were. One was not thrilled by 
a shadow of former greatness. but by the 
music, by the fire, that was still there. By 
her voice, and by her voice alone, was she. 
an old woman, able to catch and to hold 
every member of that audience. 

To-day Sarah Bernhardt is dead. To have 
seen her, and heard her, are not things of 
which one should boast. One does not boast 
of a fine experience—one just feels glad that 
one has had it. There are great actresses 
on the stage to-day; there will be creat 
actresses in the future; but Madame Bern- 
hardt’s death has left the world a good deal 
the: poorer. , They say that those whom the 
gods love die young. If that is so, surely 
Sarah Bernhardt was beloved of the gods, 
because, for the great public who loved her 
dearly, she never grew old. A. D.

Little Discussion in the House 
of Commons.

FROM OUR PARLIAMFENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Monday. 

There was but a small attendance in the 
House of Commons this afternoon, when Mr. 
Neville Chamberlain moved the second read- 
ing of a bill primarily intended to ease the 
burdens of local authorities in respect of un- 
employment relief. 

Many of the Scottish members considered 
that they had a grievance under the bill. 
What might snit England did not, in their 
opinion, at all suit Scotland, and Mr. Hardie 
suggested that the bill should be divided, so 
that the peculiar needs of Scotland could be 
adequately met. 

Mr. Sidney Webb declared that the bill, 
particularly in relation to London, was 
urgent, and he appealed to the Scottish 
members to allow the measure to go to a 
second reading, and fight the Scottish clauses 
in Committee. 

The bill was read a second time by 205 
to 53. 

The Fees (Increase) Bill, which has been 
rendered less obnoxious to miany members of 
the House by the dropping of the clause 
which sought to impose a charge for admis- 
sion to the British and South. Kensington 
Museums, was considered in report, and read 
s third time. 

The Solicitor-General, whe was apparently 
sufiering from a very bad cold, then moved 
the second reading of the Industrial Assur- 
ance Bill, which hes come down from the 
Lords. This measure is designed to effect a 
number of reforms in the management cf 
assurance companies and societies. It is pro- 
posed that less money should be spent on 
management, and more on benefits. It pro- 
vides for a valuation of the financial position 
of these bodies by skilled actuaries; and, 
further, is intended to prt a stop to ineur- 
ances on lives of people by those who have 
no insurable interest in such lives. 

Provision is also made for putting collect- 
ing societies on the same basis as companies, 
by requiring them to make a deposit of 
£20,000 as some guarantee of financial 
security. 

Mr. Johnston, for the Labour Party, said 
that they did not intend to oppose the 
second reading of the bill, though they did 
not consider that it provided the real remedy 
for abuses in industria] assurance. 

The bill was read a second time. 

Captain Wedgwood Benn moved that the 
operation of the German Reparation Recovery 
Act, 1921, be suspended. 

He said the yield of reparations under the 
Act had been very disappointing, while it 
had inflicted harm on British traders by 
diverting to other countries trade that might 
have been done in Great Britain. 

Mr. Stanley Baldwin, in reply, said that he 
believed this was the only Act of Reparations 
that was agreed to by Germany, and it had 
heen worked by the Germans on the whole 
fairiy and honourably. 

Referring to a prediction by the Earl of 
Pirkenhead as to the probable success of the 
Act, at the time it was passed, he said that 
he would never have regarded the Far! of 
Birkenhead as an authority on finance. 
(Laughter.) The money received from the 
passage of the Act up to the present was 
rather over eleven millions sterling, and 
since April Ist last Great Britain had re- 
ceived over seven millions sterling There 
was no reason why they should forego this 
addition to the revenue. (Hear, hear.) 

The motion was rejected by 142 to 77. and 
the House rose at midnight. 


GUARDIANSHIP OF 
INFANTS.

“ A MOST INSULTING 


PROPQSAL.”’ 


In the House of Lords, Lord Askwith moved 
the second reading of the Guardianship of 
Infants Bill, which provides that the mother 
of every legitimate infant shall be guardian 
jointly with the father, for all purposes, and 
have equal authority, rights, an respon- 
sibilities. It further provides that the parents 
shall both be liable for the maintenance and 
education of the infant, according to their 
means, and it comprises powers to enforce 
orders made by the Court regarding the cus- 
tody, maintenance, and education of infants. 

The Lord Chancellor said that the Govern- 
ment would not oppose the bill’s going to a 
Committee, but whether further facilities for 
its passage could be given would depend on 
the state of public business. He looked on 
some portions of the bill with some misgiving. 
The proposal to divide the responsibilities 
hitherto ‘vested in the father, if both parents 
were living together, might have an unfortv- 
nate effect on the harmony of thousands of 
homes, besides affecting the discipline of the 
children. There was much to be said for the 
view that somebody in the household must 
decide, and that decision naturally rested 
with the head of the household, who in nine 
cases out of ten provided the maintenance for 
the children. 

Clanse 7 made anv order for the payment 
of money under the bill enforcible in the same 
manner as an order of affiliation. It was a 
most insniting proposal and should be cut out 
of the bill. 

The bill was read a second time and re- 
ferred to a Joint Committee of both Houses,

From Ovr Own Cornesponpexr. 
i BRUSSELS, Monday. 
The Belgian Labour. Party 's delegation has

(1) A guarantee of their political in- 
dependence. via 
(2) The abandonment of the idea that 
they will work the mines or factories on 

the order of foreign troops. 

They ask for negotiation, said M. W auters, 
but not negotiation with a knife held at Ger- 
many's throat. If these guarantees are forth- 
coming, they say, we shall be able to bring 
pee tu bear on our Government, and we 

lieve we are strong enough to force it to 
make proposals. ‘‘ Reparations—vyes,’’ but we 
want to be treated as men. not as slaves. 

M. Hubin, a Belgian deputy who volun- 
teered: for fervice during the war, and whose 
son died in a deportees’ camp at Oberhausen. 
has hitherto observed an attitude of 
benevolent neutrality towards the Ruhr occu- 
pation. Following his visit to Bochum, how- 
ever, he says:—‘‘ We must negotiate for a 
reasonable settlement of the reparations 
problem. This must be done as between 
equals, and the military character of the 
occupation must be done away with as soon 
as possible. There must be an end of overt 
or covert threats against the integrity of 

ermany. 

“German Socialists and Allied Socialists 
have a parallel duty. Theirs is to realise our 
need of reparations, and to see that they are 
made; ours is to understand the undeniable 
repugnance of the Germans to work. at the 
bayonet’s point, and to live in perpetual un- 
ee as to what the morrow may bring 
orth.”’

As already stated in the special telegrams 
from Moscow published in theolrish Times, the 
Archbishop and nine other Roman Catholic 
priests were accused of resisting the Soviet 
Government's orders to deliver up the Church 
trasures and of conducting a campaign against 
the Soviet régime. 

A message received from The T'imes Cor- 
respondent at Riga last evening stated that 
the Public Prosecutor, Krylenke, demanded 
death for Archbishop Cieplak, Bishop 
Utkevich, and the priests Kvechko and 
Kismont, and imprisonment for the remainder. 
M. Krylenko based his demand on the 
Soviet Criminal Code Articles 83 and 199, but 
the defending counsel pleaded the impossi- 
bility of sentence under this code, which, 
having been introduced only last autumn, was 
not in existence when the alleged offences 
Were committed. 

Nevertheless, the pronouncement, perhaps 
the actual execution, of the death sentences 
is generally considered possible under the 
Soviet’s elastic system of justice.

| PETROL PRICES. 


BEFECT ON THE COST OF 
LIVING. 


INQUIRY IN BELFAST, 


- 


The difference in dhe price of petrol in 
Ireland compared with England and 
Scotland and its effect upon the cost of living 
was considered yesterday by the Northern 
Departmental Committee upon the Cost of 
Living.

In conclusion, the witness stated that com- 
panies were showing increased consideration 
for the demands of Northern Ireland, and 
wided that he firmly believed if the Committee 
kept up this question of the price of petrol, 
ticularly on the lines of a flat rate for the 
Jnited Kingdom, they would eventually suc- 
ceed.

TOWN PLANNING IN IRELAND. 
Mr. E. A. Aston, lecturing at the meeting 
of the National Literary Society, 16 Dawson 
street, Dubiin, last night, on the meaning of 
“A Civic Survey,” outlined his own con- 
sidered views on the subject, with special re- 
ference to the Irish Metropolis. 
Pointing out the social and economic re- 
form movements in England and America, to 
which might be traced the medern school of 
" civies,”” which now finds its expression in 
the International Garden Cities and ‘own 
Planning Association, the Town Planning In- 
stitute, and in Chairs of “ Civics’’ in many 
British, American, and German Universities, 
he said that in Ireland this world movement 
had found limited but definite expression in 
the City of Dublin, where, about ten years 
ago, @ town planning competition attracted 
competitors from both sides of the Channel 
and irom the other side of the Atlantic. 
Suspended dtring the European War, the 
“civics ’’ movement in Dublin now showed 
gratifying evidence of renewed activity, with 
the growing expectation of domestic peace and 
lity. 
Outede Dublin, the town planning move- 
ment had extended in a rudimentary way 
to Cork, and, if rumour was at all reliable as 
to the intentions of the Government, they 
might hope very soon to see legislative sanc- 
tion and stimulus given to town planning 
authorities in every city and town in the 
Irish Free State. 
The really formidable and practical difficulty 
which presented itself in any attempt to define 
or to organise a civic survey afose from the 
interdependence of the survey with the plan. 
et his theory of a civic survey, he 
said the first fundamental proposition upon 
which it rerted was that the civie survey and 
the town plan should, and could, only pro- 
ceed in direct and organic association with 
each other; and the second fundamental pro- 
position upon which his theory rested de- 
pended upon the clear recognition of the 
essential distinction between organic and 
mechanical facts. 
Foll value should be given to the fact that 
a city was not merely a combination of 
mechanical contrivances, but living and 
elusive organism, demanding for its study 
and treatment not the relatively arbitrary 
mind of the engineer, but the imagination and

When they took people into their employ- 
ment+they were bound to see that they did 
their work under the best conditions, and 
were paid the best wages that the trade could 
afford. It was a pleasure to see people ha 
and doing their work under the best condi- 
tions, and such conditions should prevail in 
the office, factory, and shop. 

The hands employed by the firm that he re- 
presented worked long hours formerly, but 
they voluntarily reduced the working hours 
per week to 47, and it had resulted in a great 
advantage. They got better work done in the 
shorter time than by spreading ont the work 
for a longer number of hours. They provided 
seating accommodation for their workers. At 
first the girls would not use the seats, but 
they soon got accustomed to them, with the 
result that the girls rested, and were able to 
enjoy their evenings better, and since then 
the work had been increased by about ten 
per cent. (Applause.) He mentioned these 
things to show that it was by looking at 
things from another person's view that they 
learned themselves. A Workers’ Council 
would also be an advantage, and any problem

An officer, two others, and witness 
retreated to a cottage, and took up positions 
at a window, and five minutes later the re- 
mainder of the t retreated tc the. cottage, 
and three civilians approached the lorry, from 
which three boxes were subsequently ‘missed, 
one containing £35 in silver, and a cheque 
book. Reinforcements arrived from Wexford 
and joined the ambushed party. Private 
Cook, Lewis gunner; Private Murphy, and 
Private Bergin were wounded. ) 

An officer stated that he, with 19 men, pro- 
ceeded to the scene of the ambush. They 
crossed the country in extended formation, 
and noticed four men rushing towards a fence 
and taking cover. Witness ordered his troops 
to close in on the men, who were armed, and 
called upon them to surrender. The armed 
men fired at the troops, who replied, after 
which witness ordered his men to cease fire 
and advance. When they advanced they came‘ 
across three dead bodies and one wounded 
man, who died fifteen minntes later. 

The jury found that the men died from gun- 
shot wounds inflicted by National soldiers dur- 
ing an armed engagement.

THE SHOOTING OF SOLDIERS, 


The circumstances in which Lieutenant 
Thomas Jones, Sergeant Edward O’Gorman, 
and Volunteer Patrick Horan were shot dead 
at Adamstown, Co. Wexford, on Friday night, 
were related at an inquest held in Wexford 
yesterday. 

A military officer, stationed at Pajace East, 
stated that on Friday night, at about 10.30, a 
soldier reported to him that there had been 
shooting at McCabe's public-house, about 14 
mile distant from Palace East, and he 
mobilised the troops with the intention of pro- 
ceeding to the public-house, On arriving at 
the station he learned that Volunteer Croke 
was wounded, and that Lieutenant Jones and 
two sergeants were taken from the public- 
house by armed men. 

On learning that about 50 armed men had 
been seen between the publichouse and Palace 
East Station he returned with his men to the 
latter post, and made arrangements for its 
defence against an attack, aod his troops 
remained at their posts until daybreak, when 
he proceeded to the publichouse. He there 
found Volunteer Croke lying wounded on a 
sola. 

Volunteer Croke made a statement to him, 
in the course of which he said that he was 
sitting in the kitchen with Lieutenant, Jones, 
when a party of ten men rushed in. The 
leader had a Thompson gun, and ordered 
“bands up. Volunteer Croke attempted to 
draw his revolver. On his doing so the man 
with the machine gun opened fire on him, 
wounding him in the hip. Volunteer Croke 
fell on the floor, and the raidera rushed to get 
his revolver, which he smashed. The revolver 
was given by witness to Volunteer Croke, 
who had the reputation of being a good 
soldier. Volunteer Croke also told witness 
that he was kicked when oa the ground, and 
that he saw Lieutenant Jones being taken 
away. 

Witness returned to Palace East, where he 
was handed the following note from the Rev. 
Father Codd, C.C., Adamstown :— 

“I regret to inform you that three soldiers 
were shot this morning at Adamstown.”’ 

Witness then went for reinforcements and 
transport to New Ross, with instructions to 
proceed to Adamstown for the removal of the 
dead bodies. When he arrived at Adamstown 
he found the dead bodies of three soldiers in 
@ haggard on an out-farm, owned by a man 
named German. The remains were removed 
to Wexford. 

IN THE PUBLICHOUSE. 

Mrs. Mary McCabe deposed that on Friday 
evening two soldiers entered her husband's 
publichonse at Ballagh, Palace East. Two 
hours later Lieutenant Jones and Voluntcer 
Croke came looking for the two soldiers. 
They found one of the latter, and took him 
away. Lieutenant Jones and Volunteer Croke 
returned at 9 o’clock for the missing soldier, 
and meanwhile two soldiers in civilian clothes 
entered the shop, and left after ten minutes. 
Five minutes later she heard the order 
“hands up,” and shots were fired. She went 
to the kitchen, :nd saw four men there and 
Volunteer Croke lying on the floor. Some of 
her family went to Volunteer Croke’s assist- 
ance, and placed him on a sofa, and when the 
raiders and Lientenant Jones left the house 
she sent for Father Murphy, C.C., to attend 
to Volunteer Croke. 

Patrick J. Holden, Stationmaster, Palace 
East, stated that he accompanied Lieutenant 
Jones and Volunteer Croke to McCabe's 
licensed premises on Friday night. They 
went to the kitchen, and while there 
two soldiers in civilian clothes passed into 
a back kitchen, where they remained for five 
minutes. 

A party of ten rushed in five minutes later, 
and a low-sized individual, carrying a 
Thompson machine-gun, and another man, 
stood at the door with a rifle, and the order 
“Hands up” was given, but no one com- 
plied. Volunteer Croke tried to draw his 
revolver, and was immediately wounded by 
fire from the Thompson gun. Witness went 
to a back kitchen for cover. He was followed 
and questioned as to his identity, and he was 
ordered out. When he came to the kitchen he 
saw Volunteer Croke lying on his back on 
the floor. Some of the men shouted to 
Volunteer Croke to get up, but be was unable 
to rise. When the raiders entered Lieutenant 
Jones pushed to a corfer for cover. He and 
witness were taken from the public-house, 
and when outside witness saw two other sol- 
diers with other armed men. They were

ABBEY THEATRE. 

There was a triple bill at the Abbey 
Theatre yesterday afternoon and evening.

First, there was Lord Dunsany’s “ The 
Queen’s Enemies,’’ then Mr. Ronald Pertwee’s 


“ Broken Glass,” and, finally, Mr. Shaw's 
“How He Lied to Her Husband.” The first 
two plays were new to Dublin. “The 


Queen's Enemies” is, like the best of Lord 
Dunsany’s work, somewhat fantastic ; 
** Broken Glass “is a comedy of the “ commer- 
cial” type, in fact, rather what one would ex- 
pect to find as a music hal! “‘torn.’’ Mr. Shaw's 
comedy is a kind of aftermath of ‘‘ Candida.” 
If the production of “ The Queen's Enemies ” 
was not perfect, it was, at any rate, intel- 
ligent. Lady Hanson played the little Queen, 
who collected all her enemies, under the guise 
of friendship, to 4% feast in a dungeon below 
the level of. the Nile, left them towards the 
end of the banquet, loosed upon them the 
waters of the Nile, and, with religious fervour, 
watched them drown. The acting in this play 
was somewhat spoiled by stiffness. Mr. 
Pertwee's comedy received better acting than 
it deserved. Jt is a comedy of a marital dis- 
pute, a wife jealous of her doctor-hushand’s 
patients; but all comes right. Mr. Barry, 
Lady Wheeler, Mrs. Campbell. and Mr. Hand 
made the most of it. Into “How He Lied to 
Her Husband” Mr. Shaw has put plenty of 
wit. Mrs. Tulloch, Mr. Bryan, and Mr. Hand 
acted in it; their performance was inclined at 
times to be a little slow, but it was, neverthe- 
less, alive. 


MONAGHAN MURDER. 


HOW OWEN McGUINNESS WAS 
SHOT. 


The Coroner for South Monaghan on 
Saturday held an inquest on Owen 
McGuinness, at Annascue, Latton, who was 
shot dead by armed men on Thursday night 
last. 

John McGuinness, brother, stated that he 
retired to bed after 11 o'clock on the night 
in question. He heard footsteps and loud 
knocking at the door. The party ontside 
said, “‘ Open up.” Witness heard his brother, 
whe had not gone to bed, say, “Who's 
there?” The party then said, “Open.” 
Witness heard his brother move towards the 
door, saying, “Halt.” After that shots 
followed. Witness then heard a groan, and 
fourid the men moving from the door. He 
came down from his bedroom, and found his 
brother lying dead behind the door. 

As witness was dragging his brother from 
behind the door into the kitchen, a shot was 
fired through the back window of the house 
The party came back to the door, ordered 
witness out, questioned him as to who said 
halt, and asked him if he was a “B” man. 
Witness did not answer the latter question. 
He told the partv that they had shot his 
brother, and they tiashed a light on the door- 
step and saw his brother’s blood and brain 
matter where he fell. The armed party then 
left. There were three bullet marks on the 
door. Witness found a bullet (produced) in 
the honse. It was a revolver bullet. 

A sister of Owen McGuinness said that she 
heard the party say as they departed from 
the house, “ You may be thankful that more 
of you are not shot.” 

Dr. Hunter said that he found a bullet 
wound on the head of the dead man. He was 
of opinion that death was due to a gun-shot 
wound, and that death was instantaneous. 

McGuinness was anmarried, and was aged 
535 years, 

e Coroner, in summing up, said that he 
was sure that the jury wo concur with 
him in condemning this horrible outrage and 
murder of an innocent man.. 

The jury found that Owen McGuinners 
died on the night of the 22nd from a gun- 
shot wound, fired at him by some person or 
persons unknown, and that such persons were 
guilty of wilfal murder. The jury added an 
expression of sympathy with the relatives of 
Owen McGuinness.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sim,—How does Mr. E. R. McC. Dix ex- 
pect trains to keep their present timings if 
all business men are to start one hour earlier ? 
Surely it is obvious that the business trains 
from and to the suburbs must be altered? 
Then, again, if trains are not to be altered, 
are the mails and passengers to lie one hour 
at Dun Laoghaire in the evening until the 
departure of-the boat, and are the morning 
mail trains to leave without connecting with 
the Holyhead boat? As is well known, the 
Irish railway train service is, to a very large 
extent, based on these morning and evening 
mail trains, and to carry out Mr. Dix’s sug- 
gestion would entail practically a new time- 
table for all Irish railway companies, in 
which new time-table it would be necessary 
to sacrifice Irish interests to meet cross- 
Channel traffic. 

It is absolutely necessary to adopt Summer- 
time in Ireland in order not to disarrange 
the whole train service, which disarrange- 
ment, as pointed out, would be altogether un- 
suitable tc Irish local traffic. The great ad- 
vantage c! “ Mid-European time,” from a 
business point of view, is well recognised, 
and it ap to me ridiculous to suggest 
that Ireland should be the only country to 
stand out and revert to the confusion of 
Sun-time.—Yours, etc., “J. RB.
